THE CABLE BROAD. 

Superintendent Holmes says that more work 
has been done on the State street cable road 
during the past week than has ever been accom- 
plished in any one week before, and declares 
that if the present mild weather boldé on a week 
or two lonwer the cable cars will be on the 
strect. Considerable trouble has been experi- 
enced in getting the stone biocks for pavin the 
tracks, and but little of this work has been dove 
during the week on the south end of the line. 
All the blocks on hand have been used on the 
down-town belt in order that the streets upon 
which there is so much travel need not be torn 
up any great length of time. Advices were re- 
ceived yesterday at the offices that there was 
enough stone on the way here to finish up the 
work, and as soon as it arrives an extra force of 
men wil! be started on the tracks, 

The State and Lake street sides of the down- 
town belt have been completed, together with 
the curves at State ana Lake streets and Wabash 
avenue and Lake street, and the Wabasn avenue 
side of the beit has been completed to within a 
haif-block of Madison street. The Madison 
street side of the belt has been completed be- 
tween the two curves. At the intersection. of 
Wabash avenue and Madison street the curve is 
being adjusted, and the connections with both 
tracks on . Wabash avenue is being made in 
order that it will pot be necessary to tear up the 
cable track when the Wabash avenue cable is 
being putin. At the intersection of State and 
Madison streets the triple curve is being ad- 
justed, and as great care is required in this work 
it cannot well be hurried. It is promised that 
by the last of this week this corner will be com- 
pleted and cleared of machinery. 

Last Monday morning the Archer avenue cars 
were transferred to State street and run upon 
the cable tracks with horses to Archer aveuue, 
where a temporary single track connects the 
State street tracks with those on Archer ave- 
nue. This move was made partly to seep the 
State street tracks clear and partly because 
Clark street was too crowded.

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Tun Land Courts of Ireland have now been 
operation about six weeks. Within that 
e 60,000 tenants have applied to the Land 
Court to fix fair rents tor the next fifteen 
years. This number has applied in the face 
of the “no-rent”’ manifesto in the first six 
weeks of the court. The“ No-Renters” have 
applied violence in many places to prevent 
tenants from paying their rents and applying 
for leases. So far from the Land bill being a 
dead letter, the rush on the Land commis- 
sions to affixafair rent has overwhelmed 
them, and the Government will be obliged to 
appoint a dozen or twenty more sub-comwmis- 
sions to work off the cases, and even then 
it will take years to go thfrongh all of them. 
A few days ago five new sub-commissions 
were added, making ten inall. The reduc- 
tions in rent eontinue to range from 26 to 50 
per cent. The largest reductions are made 
in the West of Ireland and the smallest in 
the North, where rack-renting had not been 
so prevalent. Speaking of the work of the 
Irish Land Court the London Times says: 


The members of the Irish Land Commission 
Courts are a singularly fortunate body of men. 
They are engaged in redressing grievances, in 
loosening hard yokes, and in doing battle for the 
weak against the strong; and this without auy 
of the ory drawbacks which the perform- 
ance of sucha work commonly carries witb it. 
It is for the most part after a hard “py and 
as the reward of the sclf-sacritice of a lifetime 
that the right is earned of doing what the Land 
Commissioners are now busy about. Whea 
Hampaen stood out in Opposition to an illegal 
tax, or when Cobden set himself to obtain 
the re of the Corn laws, it was by 
no slight cost to themselves that success 
had to be paid for. The work was worth 
the price, but the price bad to be rendered 
for it. It is the happy lot of the Land Commis- 
sioners to serve their countrymen on much 
easier terms than these. They can go up and 
down the land and can give effect everywhere to 
their benevolent impulses with 10 unpleasant 
pretiminarics to themselves. reis no tire- 
some process of conviction needed, for their 
Nee ts are already convinced. There is no 

artyrdom to de gone througb, for they have 
— resources of civilization on their side. There 
is no pecuniary sacritice culled for in their case; 
on the contrary, they are well paid for the per- 
formance of their patriotic duties. The way is 
thus made smooth for them, and each day's re- 
portfrom Ireland brings fresh evidence of the 
zeal and energy with which they are aadressing 
themselves to their task. 


Tue London Times calls attention toa re- 
cent decision in one of the higher English 
appeal courts which must exercise an im- 
portant influence upon the popular vote by 
enfranchising tens of thousands of men who 
have not hitherto been considered voters, 
and enlarging immensely every town con- 
stituency. : 

The appellants made a test case to decide 
what constitutes « householder, or the 
householding qualification for voting. In 
other words, the question decided by the 
English Justices was, What ls a dwelling- 
house? The lower court had decided that 
the appellants, who rented rooms and held 
them ona tenure from week to week, were 
lodgers and not householders.“ The 
upper court reversed the decision under a dec- 
laration of the Rer. tration act of 1878, which 
had hitherto escaped notice, to the effect that 
the term dwellmg-house included“ any 
part of a house where that part is separately 
occupied asa dwelling,” and decided that 
they were “householders.” The court, in- 
deed, was so clear in its opinion that it re- 
fused to permit any further appeal, and said: 
It was too clear for doubt that the object 
of that act was not to confer a new franchise, 
but to settle judicial doubts as to the inter- 
pretation of ‘dwelling-house,’ and to lay it 
down distinctly that any part of a house sep- 
arately occupied as a dwelling-house should 
confer the franchise.” ‘The effect of this de- 
cision, says the Times, “will be to enor- 
mously increase the urban constituencies 
throughout Great Britain. The nature of 
the change is apparent from the fact that in 
the Parish of St. Pancras alone—one of the 
suburbs of London—it adds more than ten 
thousand voters to the list. What will be 
the result over the whole of London? All 
those hundreds of streets in the centre 
where each for, and perhaps each room, is 
occupied by A separate family, will emerge 
into a new political existence. The politica) 
agent and the canvasser will begin to find 
them out. Ignored yesterday, they will be 
noted and nursed tomorrow.“

THE van HOLOCAUST. 

The fearful calamity in Vienna, the Capita! 
of Austria, grows in horror with each day’s 
intelligence, and the detail and vividness of 
the narrative bring it home as closely as if 
it had oecurred in our own country or city, 
and must create a kind of apprehension upon 
fie part of every one who enters a theatre, 
for what has occurred in Vienna may hap- 
pen at any time in any of our own cities. 
Aud yet, when the shock and novelty of the 
horror have worn away, the apprehension 
will die out. Theatres will be run very 
much as before, with the same carelesness 
and unconcern. People will come and go as 
before, with no thought for their security, 
and will crowd auditoriums to suffocation to 
listen te favorit actors or singers, with no 
thought of what may happen or how they 
will escape if anything does happen. 

This was the case in Vienna. It was a 
holiday and a gala night, for Offenbach’s 
last work was on the boards, to be performed 
by a large corps of singers and with the 
ballet, in which Vienna so much deliguts. 
The beautiful Ringstrasse was crowded with 
people on their way to the opera. The foyer 
and lobbies were full of people secking seats. 
The galleries, four in number, were filled. 
The parquet was filling up, the orchestra 
was in its place. Only the stalis were empty, 
for they were the resorts of fashionable peo- 
ple who came late to exhibit’ themselves. 
The second cali had been sounded for the 
stage people, and the stage and dressing- 
rooms were filled with them. Suddenly a 
flame shot up, and in the twinkling of an eye 
was sweeping over scenery and properties. 
The great curtain swayed in the draft 
a moment. The fire shot through it and 


then — — of the fire ＋ 
swept over its prey: nothing left but a débris 
of ruin and death; nothing untovehed by the 
| flames save a gilded angel blowing its trumpet, 

as if it were the angel of death loudly vaunt- 

its holocaust. 

"The testimony shows that the Ring The- 
atre was perhaps as well equipped with the 
| ordinary securities against fire as the average 
theatres in this country or in Enrope, and it 
shows also that they were of as little ac- 
count. It had flre-plugs lu the auditorium 
ready for use, but they were not used. ‘It 
had oil-lamps in the lobbies to be used in 
case of the failure of gas, but when the gas 
exploded it was found they were not ready 


the stage from the auditorium, and there was 
time to lower it, but it was not lowered. 
Nothing that should have been déne was 
done, for there was no one to do it; or, if 
there were any who should have done 
it, they were too terrified. This might 
and probably would happen in any other 
theatre. Besides this, the Ring Theatre, like 
many another theatre, had narrow exits, 
crooked passageways, doors opening the 
wrong way, side exits which of course were 
kept locked, and in general was such a laby- 
rinth that only those thorougiily acquainted 
with it could find their way out in haste. 

‘Lhe lesson of this disaster Is clear enough. 
It was very emphatically taught in Brooklyn. 
It was repeated in Nice. It has been taught 
over and over again, but who learns the 
lesson? Not the managers, for these calam- 
ities continue to happen. Not the audiences, 
for if they demanded that managers should 
secure their safety against fire it would 
be done. This is all the more to be 
wondered at since the natural destiny 
of every theatre, sooner or later, under 
present conditions, is to be destroyed by 
fire, and because a theatre, however well 
kept it may be, is a tinder-box. Its stage 18 
a mass of highly combustible material— 
light wood, painted scenes, flimsy borders, 
old scenes, lumber and properties stored 
away, oils, and vil paints. Fire is constantly 
used upun the stage, and a careless hand any 
moment may play the incendiary. Burning 
buildings are represented. There is always 
the danger of gas explosions. Long rows of 
lights separate waving borders in close con- 
tiguity. And yet there is not the same pre- 
caution that owners of public buildings use 
when the danger is much less. is it not 
time that the owners of theatres should be 
compelled to make them fire-proof, or. as 
nearly so as they can? That they should be 
compelled to use non-inflammable paints 
upon woodwork and scenery? And that 
they shall so construct their exits that even 
a panic-stricken crowd can escape?

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HOW JUSTICE Is KILLED AND THE GUILTY 
ESCAPE. 

For several days during the past week each 
of the two branches of the Criminal Court of 
this county was occupied in hearing a trial 
for murder. ‘The cases were submitted to thie 
juries on Friday afternoon, and yesterday 
morning verdicts of guilty were rendered. 
One of the accused was awarded twenty 
years and the other fourteen years in the 


trial were entered, and there the cases will 
rest. 

Tue TRIBUNE has pointed out certain bad 
defects in the criminal law of this State, and 
conspicuous are those which delay and final- 
ly defeat the conviction and punishment of 
crigiinals. The law of this State offers 
peculiar facilities to criminals who have 
money to fee attorneys to avoid and escape 
conviction. These have been notorious for 
years. They have included long delays, re- 
peated continuances, packed and corrupt 
juries, changes of venue, new trials, super- 
‘sedeases, reversals by the Supreme Court 
upon strained technicalities, and puerile 
quibbles, and then repetitior® ot all these 
over and over again, year after year, until at 
last the felons and murderers are turned out 


of jail despite their noturious guilt. 


This has been the disgraceful history of 
criminal procedure in this county for years, 
and this, too, despite whatever influence and 
efforts the Judges of our local courts have 
under the wretched laws of this State, 
which render the Judge the most powerless 
person in court. 

This practice has been somewhat improved 
in one or two particulars of late. The pack- 
ing of juries with bribed and perjured mis- 
creants, and by the associates of the prison- 
ers, has ceased to be the rule, and is daily 
becoming more exceptional. The successful 
change of venue has been stripped of some 
of its abuses by the changes in the law. 
Selections of more intelligent jurors render 
convictions more certain. 

The first step in all these’cases after con- 
viction is the inevitable motion for a new 
trial. During the trial of a case the criminal 
takes exceptions to all the rulings upon 
which an appeal can be taken, and then, 
when convicted, moves for a new trial. and 
when this is refused takes an appeal on all 
excepted rulings, and also on the refusal! of a 
new tria!. The case goes up on a number of 
alleged errors, and then on all these con- 
solidated in the motion for a new trial. As 
the motion for a new trial is of necessity 
based upon the errors“ made by the Court 
during the trial, and as the Court believes his 
decisions were free irom error, the over- 
ruling of motions for new trials ought to 
follow, just as certainly as the motion fol- 
lows a conviction, 

This, however, Is not the case. These 
motions for new trials are often allowed to 
remain unacted on month after mouth, time 
being killed, delay obtained, evidence lost, 
witnesses run off or dying, and the case for- 
gotten just as well in that way as in any 
other. 

There is a striking case of this kind now 
pending. More than two years ago a man 
killed his brother, and in a year or more was 
brought to trial and convicted. After the 
usual delays he got a new trial, and in due 
time was again tried and convicted. A mo- 
tion was made for a new trial in his case, 
and that motion has been unacted on for sev- 
eral months, and may be allowed to defeat 
the punishment of this twice-convicted mur- 


ruled, then it will be in order to take the 
case up to the Supreme Court, and possibly 
when all the present members of that court 
shall have passed away, their successors may 
discover and so decide that as royal and 
princely titles are not recognized in this 
country the indictment of an American 
citizen by the title of Prince Albert 
Jones was unconstitutional, and the man be 
unconditionally discharged! This man, 
though twice convicted, is now in the third 
year of his successful defeat of justice. 

Now that the courts have been able to se- 
cure and enforce the attendance of jurors 
who willingly sacrifice their time and ab- 
sence from business to’ serve the public, the 
courte owe it to the public that the proceed- 
ings in courts should go on with as little de-

The juries in the murder cases tried last 
week took a mercifal view of the crimes 
committed, The persons killed were not of 
a character calculated to excite vindictive or 
tesentful feeling towards those who killed 
them; nevertheless, there was no doubt gas 
to the gullt of the accused. The police, the 
grand jury, the Court, the prosecuting offi- 
cers, and the trial juries have all done their 
duty fearlesly and well. It now remains to 
be seen how long the convicted persons can, 
under the laws of the State, postpone, if not 
finally defeat, justice and render all these 
proceedings of no avail.

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LICENSES FOR CITY REVENUE. 

The Mayor, in a recent interview with a 
reporter for one of the city newspapers, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the only way the 
City of Chicago can secure sufficient revenue 
to maintain the necessary protection for pub- 
lic safety and property under the 2 per cent 
limitation of taxes on a low valuation, is to 
procure from the Legislature an act author- 
izing cities to impose license charges upon 
all classes of business and professions, This 
is ascheme which will meet with widespread 
and almost universal opposition, and the 
werits of which it is not necessary to discuss 
atthis time because the City of Chicago— 
the Mayor to the contrary notwithstanding 
—can increase its revenues from license fees 
it is now authorized to charge sufficiently to 
afford relief for the more pressing necessi- 
ties of the commuuity. 

It is admitted that the limited revenue of 
the City Government bears most heavily upon 
the people in the consequent failure to sup- 
port an adequate police force and to keep the 
There is 
reason to believe that both these deficiencies 
can be supplied in large part, if not alto- 
gether, by a proper use of the Council's 
power to collect license fees authorized by 
the charter. 

In the first place, the saloons of this city 
Ought to be made to pay enough to support 
250 additonal policemen. There are some 

500 of these places, each of whieh, without 
regard to size or character, now pays the in- 
significant trifle of $52 per year, or $1 per 
week—no more than was paid twenty-seven 
years ago, when the city contained but 60,000 
inhabitants. But since Chicago has not 
more than one-half as many policemen as 
most other large cities iu proportion to the 
population, and since the liquor-shobs origi- 
nate or fuster most of the vice and crime of 
every city, the license fees on these estab- 
lishments ought to be raised to a price which 
will yield revenue enough to support a 
police force of sufficient strength to preserve 
order, arrest criminals, repress crime, and 
protect the lives and property of law-abiding 
people. 

There is no need of going to the Legisla- 
ture to procure authority for making such a 
change. The charter of the city plainly au- 
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derer for six months to come. When over- | 


thorizes the Council to license and regulate 
liquor-selling, ** and to determine the amount 
to be paid forsuch license.” The Council 
has as ample and complete power to charge 
$300 for a license to sell whisky as #52, if it 
chooses to exercise its power. The gross re- 
ceipts of the saloons of this city from the 
sale of liquor exceeds ten millions of dollars 
a year, three-fourths of which is clear vrofit. 
Add to this between two and three millions 
more for tobacco retailed at a large profit, 

-and the absurdity of the present license of a 
dollar a week is seen at a glance. 

Saloons ought to be classified. The Mayor 
agrees to that, and everybody who has ever 
given the subject any thought is convinced 
of the fairness of such an arrangement. The 
saloons selling only beer and wines should 
not pay more than one-half as much as the 
saloons which sell whisky as well as the 
lighter drinks. The charge to beer-saloons 
should be $100 a year, with a heavy fine for 
the sale of any liquor not specified in the 
license. The charge to saloons selling whisky 
and all kinds of liquor should not be less 
than $200. Even the latter amount would be 
less than $4 a week, or about 50 centsaday— 
the profit on ten drinks at the most. There 
should bea much heavier charge for a li- 
cense issued to a concert-saloon or any com- 
mon resort for both sexes of a low character 
—not less than 8500a year. This last item 
would have the double benefit of reducing 
the number of houses of bad character, and 
at the saine time largely increasing the reve- 
nue from those which might continue in 
business.“ It is safe to estimate that a 
graded license system for the saloons on the 
basis proposed would yield from $250,000 to 
$800,000 more than is now collected from 
such establishments, 
might provide that a! this additional reve- 
nue should be set aside for the support of an 
increased police force. 

What is most needed is a Mayor who will 
boldly urge an increase in the license fees 
for saloons without regard to loafers and 
dives at future elections. Publie opinion 
would soon constrain ‘the Council to take the 
proper steps under his direction and petsist- 
ence. Let a suitable license fee be estab- 
lished, and all the more respectable saloon- 
keepers will oppose its repeal, and the whole 
body of the public will uphold it. 
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GERMAN POLITICS. 

It has been wittily said by some French- 
man that where there are two Germans there 
are three opinions, and the remark igforci- 
biy exemplified in the German Parliament, 
which represents German unity, and has 
nineteen different political theories, ‘To 
grasp these theories, or to understand the 
policies and dividing lines of these parties, 
has generally been considered impossible, 
not only by foreigners, but, it has been 
claimed, efen by Germans themselves. The 
Berlin correspondent of the London Times, 
however, ia a very exhaustive article upon 
the results of the recent election, has thrown 
considerable light upon this point, and we 
are enabled thereby to geta very clear idea 
of the Parliament and its parties. 

The Reichstag has 397 members. They 
may be generally grouped as Conservatives, 
Liberals, Radicals and Reds, Ultramontanes. 
and a heterogeneous lot of Protesters, Par- 
ticularists, and Independents, or Savages.” 
The Conservative group includes the Con- 
servatives, Free Conservatives, German 
Conservatives, and German Imperialists. 
numbering eighty-one members. The Lib- 
erals include National Liberals. Seces- 
sionists, Progressists, and Liberal group, 
numbering 131 members. The Radicals in- 
clude Social Democrats and Popular or Non- 
Monarchical party, numbering twenty-one 
members. The Ultramontanes include the 
Clericals or Blacks,” numbering ninety- 
eight members, and the heterogeneous lot, 
which includes Poles, Guelphs, Danes, Al- 
sace-Lorrainers, and “Savages,” numbers 
forty-six members. 

With the principles of the three main 
groups, the Conservatives, Liberals, and Ul-

party, and support his poheies. The Liber- 
als ate thé Opposition. The Ultramontanes 
are both Conservative and Liberal, but they 
unite upon the issues between Church and 
State. There are many of the factors, how- 
ever, entering into these three main groups, 
whose policies are not so well known. Some 
allusion to them, therefore, will be of value 
for future reference. 

The Progressists, who. belong to the 
Liberals, desire to reduce the arniy dnd the 
term of compulsory service. They are bitter 
enemies of protection and the Papacy, and 
the uncompromising foes of all of Bismarck’s 
so-called economic schemes. The Popular 
party holds a place between the Progressists 
and Socialists, and represents democratic 
principles. The Seeialists are divided into 
three factions, he State Socialists, who 
would make the State financially independ- 

ent and otherwise omuipotent, the Social 
Democrats, who would institute a revolu- 
tionary Communism, and the Christian 
Socialists, who take their stand on Christian 
faith and love to King and country, and alm 
at the peaceful organization of workingmen 
and lessening the distance between rich and 
poor by moral means. The Particularisis in 
some regards are like our State-sovereignty 
advocates. They are not hostile to 
the idea of Empire, but demand political 
iudependence in the States. The Poles 
are classed with the Particularists as 
advocates for special privileges, among 
them the use of their language in school 
and at Court. The Danes are ranked with 
the Poles. The Guelphs are tie Parliament- 
ary representatives of the Duke of Cumber- 
land, dnd want the ludependence of Hanover. 
The Alsace-Lorrainers are not a unit, a por- 
tion of them protesting against annexation 
and the remainder demanding a larger degree 
of self- government. The “Savages” are so 
called “because they disdain to belong to 
any particular faction, but camp out in the 
open, away from all partisan haunts, 
and vote according to the impulse of the 
moment or the exigencies of their con- 
sclence.“ ‘The Conservatives and Ultramon- 
tanes are almost entirely landed proprietors, 
but the Liberals and others ate made up of 
lawyers, clergymen, journalists, Professors, 
university men, physicians, and scientists, 
who are a hard lot for Bismarek to handle, 
though by his present combinations he ap- 
pears to be in the ascendant as usual. 


FASHIONS FOR GENTLEMEN. 

To paraphrase Shakspeare it may be said: 
“To be a well- dressed man is the gift of 
fortune, but to write and read comes by 
nature.” An old writer says: Fashion 
builds ber temple in some mighty empire, 
and, having selected four or five hundred af 
the silliest people it contains, she dubs them 
with the magnificent aud Imposing title of 
The Worid. Iller smile has given wit to dull- 
ness, and grace to deformity, and has brought 
everything into vogue, by turns, but virtue.” 

The thing fashion has brought into vogue 
this year is the striped vest of our fore- 
fathers. Fashion has decreed that the vest 
of the swell and the snob shall be striped, or 
checked, or bespangled with many-colored 
flowers-—blue, green, yellow, red. And of 
course, to match this vest of many colors, 
there must be a more or less generous 
introduction of the hues of the rain- 
bow into the rest of the swell’s ap- 
parel, Says the ehronicler of Fashion’s 
decrees: ** Gentlemen are emerging from the 
plain dark clothes worn so long to biizht 
colorings now seo fashionable in ladies’ 
dress.“ It is, then, to the tyranny of waman 
that the calamity of the highly-colored, high- 
ly-wrought vest is to be attributed. We are 
to have vests adorned with sunflowers, and 
hollyhocks, ahd yellow roses, and pinks, and 
lilies of the valley, and forget-me-nots, and 
daisies because our wives, and mothers, and 
sisters choose to array themselves iu robes 
which resemble a flower-garden in the month 
of June. 

If the new fashion in vests could be con- 
fined to the élite of society—the four or five 
hundred“ who constitute “The World“ — 
there would be no serious objection to it. 
But the misery of it all is, that the millions 
who ape the five hundred snobs will have the 
rainbow on their vests too, A flower-garden 
is very well in its place, but to turn 
the wheat-field, and the corn-field, the potato- 
patch, and the turnip-bed into the culture of 
sunflowers and black and yellow lilies for 
the benefit of the plowboys and the cow- 
boys, is to threaten the world with famine, 
to say nothing of blinding everybody with an 
excess of color. 

The swell will present a fine appearance as 
he promenades the street with his eyeglass, 
his stick, and his many-colored much flower- 
bespangled vest. But how will he feel when 
he meets the butcher-boy in his shirt-sleeves 
with a vest covered all over with the picture 
of a Texas steer in the act of being knocked 
down and cut up for the market! When 
madam calls at the vegetable man’s 
place she will find it difficult to 
distinguish between the cabbages and 
carrots, the pumpkins and tomatoes on the

The vest of the dog-fancier will 
display the picture of @ bull-pup showing his 
murderous teeth, that of the sewer-builder 
the section of a sewer-pipe in need of instant 
repair, that of the gas-man a piece of broken 
gas-pipe with the gas escaping, that of the 
real-estate man a suburban lot cheap for 
cash or “on easy payments,“ that of the bank 
President a huge safe with the legend 
in large gold letters, The Cashier has 
not stolen all the funds: we keep a blood- 
hound at his side to prevent him from visit- 
ing the Stock Exchange.”’ 

It is plain to beseen that Fashion’s esthetic 
purpose will be entirely defeated. The 
pumpkin, squash, carrot, and tomato style of 


vest, the vest of the butcher, baker, and can- 


diestick maker will outnumber that of the 
esthete a thousand to one. Besides, the vest 
as an advertising medium will destroy the 
business of the newspapers. The dry-goods 
man will exhibic his new styles on his vest. 
The house-renter will appear with a front 
all aglow with designs of attractive interiors, 
with descriptions of the kitchen, the cellar, 
the front parlor, and the spare bedroom. 
The community will be sais dae into a 
living, walking advertisement; the streets 
will look like a Turkish bazaar; and man- 
kind will resemble a parcel of Court fools. 
It looks now much like a conspiracy on the 
part of women to render the lords of crea- 
tion ridiculous. Nor are there wanting other 
signs of this purpese in Fashion’s decrees. 
The women have persuaded men to abandon

green olives,.and sweet potatoes. 

Trousers are to be blue, green, or yellow, 
and cut tight~of the style of Bob's, who, 
when asked by Fred to sit down, replied, 
“ Yon know I can’t sit down, Fwed, because 
I’ve got on my stand-up trousers.” All the 
swells this year are to wear as a 
searf-pin “an owl’s head made of 
Labrador spar with diamond eyes.” Several 
vessels have been sent to Labrador to collect 
the spar. If the spar gives out before all the 
swells are supplied, those femaiuing who do 
not die of grief will wear fresh-water pearls 
in their natural shape, forming heads of 
sefpents and alligators. “ Very fashionable 
party-coats must be lined. with white wa 
tered silk.” When aswell presents himself 
for admission to a swell party the usher 
gently throws back the lapel of his coat to 
ascertain if it has the regulation lining. If 
it is there he passes in; if it is not he passes 
out. The trousers which accompany the 
watered-silk lined coat “must be lined 
throughout with black silk.“ Whether the 
swell’s trousers are drawn off of the sweh’s 
legs in the dressing-room in order to demon- 
strate his fitness or unfitness to enter the 
inner sanctuary of Fashion or not Fashion 
has not yet fully determined. 

LICENSES or ‘VBHICLES. 

Next to the inadequacy of the present po- 
lice force for the protection of life and prop- 
erty, the greatest cause of complaint in this 
city is the condition of the streets. The de- 
sired street improvements may be made by 
special assessments; but, unless the new 
pavements as well as the paved streets we 


now have shall be properly cleaned and con- 


stantly kept in repair, there will be no relief 
from the constant fifth and rapid decay 
which have becomea curse to the people who 
live in Chicago. As the saloons are chiefly 
responsible for the extent of vice and crime 
which requires an enlarged police force, so 
the rapid destruction of the street pavements 
is due in the main to the heavy loads which 
are hauled in wagons and trucks with nar- 
row tires. As the saloons should be com- 
pelled to support the police to whom they 
give occupation, so the people who destroy 
and wear out the street pavements should be 
required at least to help keep them in repair. 
There is a way to do this. Next May the 
following ordinance goes into efiect; 

Por the better protection of the paved streets, 
alleys, and other thorougotures of the City of 
Cuicvago, no vehicies of any description with 
felloes and tires less (ban four incoes in breadth 
shuil be permitted tove drawn or to pass Over 
suid pavements with a greater burden than 2.6.0 
pounds weight. No venicie of any description 
wito felloes and tires less than five inches in 
breadth sbali be permitted to be dran or tw 
puss over the paved streets, alleys, and thor- 
ougntares aforesaid with a greater burden thun 
sixty bundredweigat. And every owner or 
owners of such vehicles for burden which shall) 
be drawn contrary to the true lateut aod 
meaning of this articie shall for every such of- 
tense be tinedina sum not cxceeding $2, to- 
getber wilh the cost of prosecution, 

In lieu of this provision there might be a 
license fee for all vehicles used for hire, or 
for the services of which their owners make 
a charge, such as the delivery of) earth, 
stone, brick, coal, sand, etc.—whether the 
fharge be assessed in the price of the com- 
modity delivered or specified for the service 
rendered—suid fee to be regulated according 
to the breadth of the tire in proportion to the 
capacity of the vehicle. For instance, in 
order to conform to the requirements con- 
templated by the above ordinance, it might 
be provided that all vehicles with a carrying 
capacity not exceeding 2,500 pounds, but 
using tires less than four inches wide (they 
only average two inches now), shall pay #2 
per month, or at the rate of 824 a year, license 
fee, but that the same class of vehicles with 
tires four inches wide shall be licensed for 83 
a year, as this will represent the difference 
in the damage to the streets by a narrow and 
a wide tire wagon. Also, that vehicles witha 
carrying capacity of three tons or more, hav- 
ing tires less than five inches, shall pay 
$4 a month, or at the rate of $48 per 
year (they now are only two to twuand a 
half inches), while vehicles of the same ca- 
pacity having tires four or more inches 
wide shall be licensed at $5 a year; vehicles 
with a capacity less than one ton and having 
tires less than three inches Wide should be 
made to pay $1 per month, but with tires three 
inches should be licensed tor 32 per year. 

Such a system would reduce the wear and 
tear on the street pavements enormously by 
causing a general substitution, of wide tires, 
and yield a fund that would go far in kéep- 
ing the streets ip a condition of repair which 
would greatly prolong the life of the pave- 
ments, 


The license system of Chicago, as fixed by 


the charter, includes amusement places, ped- 
dlers, pawnbrokers, keepers of ordinaries, 
hacks, drays, trucks, cabs, Omnibuses, ex- 
pressmen, porters, runners, billiard-tables, 
ball-alleys, and a number of other items. It 
is not unlikely that the whole list of fees 
could be revised in such a manner as to be 
fairer than now, and at the same time yield 
more revenue,in addition to the increase 
we have suggested on saloons and trucks 
with narrow tires. The Mayor cannot do 
the city a greater s@rvice than by undertak- 
ing such a revision; but, if he shall neglect 
it, the Citizens’ Association should cause a 
tariff to be prepared, showing the revenue that 
it may be made to vield, and bring it before the 
Council and the public.

President Garfield once said that the first 
volume he ever read—the foundation of his 
library—was The Pirate’s Own Book.” If 
his youth had been deferred until this time, 
he might have begun his literary pursuits by 
reading the Pirate’s Own Newspaper. The 
boys have, to a great extent, stopped reading 
dime novels, and are now reading flashy 
newspapers specially gotten up to create and 
satisfy an appetite for stories of criminal ad- 
venture. 

At almost any news-stand half a dozen of 
these pernicieus prints may be found dis- 
played. The number and the evidences of 
prosperity which they all contain are 
surprising. But there is very little variety in 
their contents. They all celebrate tne virtues 
of the small-boy-who-is-not-afraid-of-the-po- 
lice. This small boy is very smart. He 
knows more than his father, and can outwit 
any man by his superior cunning. He 
usually goes about heavily armed, and shoots 
with unerring accuracy. He is not above 
getting drunk and chewing tobacco, but even 
in his cups his sagacity never deserts bim. 
He despises schools and learning, and looks 
upon a teacher as an inferior “cop.” His 
vocabulary of slang is unabridged. He 18 
up to any “racket” and is not “phased” by 
any “chump.” 

Five of these interesting periodicals are be- 
fore the writer.

A THEOLOGICAL STORM-CENTRE. 

“ Chicago,’ said Prof. Fiske at the inter-sem- 
inary meeting last week, is to be the theologi- 
cal sturm-centre of the great West.’ We may, 
says the Stand tr. interpret the meteorological 
language used by the Oongregationalist Pro- 
fessor in two ways. iu popular signification 
storin-centre may mean 4 puint of observation, 
u contre of reckoning..

Since this ie the ease, the 
responsibility of the Christian denominations of 
Chicago is not small. But there ts another sense 
in which this expression may be employed. 
W bat is the sturin ceutre.techuically speakiug? If 
we are not mistaken, it is the startiug- place and 
pivetal point of storms and burricunes. Cleve- 
land Abbe, the meterorulogist, says: “ All ex- 
tensive storms will exbibit a rotation around a 
central region.“ Js DBicago, theologically, such 
a storim-centre? e would doubtiess prefer to 
acknowledge the other significatiun, but that is 
bo wore true of us than I0is. Cnicdgu stirs up 
a good many theotogieal iempests. it bas becu 
the nucleus of not a few berctical cyelanes. If 
this be so, then certainly Chicago Christians bave 
ares sponsibility —x trewendous responsib lity, A 
great city like our ow gannet but bave an im- 
mense influence on its surrounding territory. 
Let us endeavor to mae that influence as whole- 
some and bempgnunt as possible,

ESTIMATED AT 720. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

VIVA. Dec. 10—Morning—The present esti- 
mate of the loss of life by the destruction of the 
Ring Theatre is 720. Many of the bodies are so 
horribly burned as to be beyond identification, 
and they will be buried en masse on Sunday. 
The attitude of the dead is of the strangest 
character. Some men were found grasping each 
Other's throats, the nails of their fingers being 
imbedded in the flesh. Some show self-inflictea 
mortal wounds, while children were found in the 
pit that had been thrown from the galleries by 
their frantic mothers. 

TEN CART-LOADS OF CORPSES 
have been taken to the hospitals, and the hos- 
pital gardens are filled with weeping reiatives 
seeking for their missing friends. Forty-eight 
bodies were recovered from the ruins up to 
midnight last night, and many are yet seen in 
the burning interior. Among the missing are 
three professors and a number of students, 
Count Seigmund Festities, and Herr Pengofsky, 
a member of the Reichsrath, and his wife. It is 


now ascertained that the fire was caused bya 
workman setting fre to a wing with a spirit- 


‘lamp. All of the performers were saved except 


three girls, who belonged to the chorus. There 
have been many 
SUICIDES 

caused by grief at the loss of relatives and 
friends in the fire. The number reported by the 
police as missing amounts to 1,156. The fourth 
gallery bas not yet been explored, as it has been 
found impossible, owing to the fire, which still 
rages, but isseen to be crowded with bodies. 
Count Taafe, President of the Austrian Minis- 
try, and several Archdukea have Rssisted the 
sufferers at the fire. In one passage of the the- 
atre, without an outlet, forty persons lost their 
way, and, being unable to return, were suffo- 
cated. The Emperor Francis Josepb subscribed 


26,000 florins for the relief of the sufferers. 


ADDITIONAL DETAILS. 

On the arri val of the fire brigade it was found 
im possible to penetrate beyond the first tier of 
the theatre. Arush of suffocating smoke and 
air extinguishing their lamps and torches, the 
firemen retired under the momentary impres- 
sion, because their shouts were not answered, 
that there were no more people in the theatre 
than those who escaped on the first alarm. How- 
ever, they were soon undeceived, and another 
effort was then made to penctrate the parts of 
the theatre which were not actually blazing. In 
the narrow passage between the second and 
third galieries 

A MASS OF CORPSES 
was discovered, some so closely interlocked that 
it was hardly possibie to crowd past them. The 
first man discovered was got out alive, but all 
the rest were dead. These were persons who 
had lost their way in consequence of —. off 
the gas, whioh, it is now ascertained, was done 
by some irresponsible person witha view to 
prevent an explosion. Some men were found 
with their hands grasping each other's throats. 
Subsequent investigations showed that in some 
cases persons, finding escape hopeless, commit- 
ted suicide. 
IT IS STATED BY SURVIVORS 
that women were seen to throw their children 
from the galleries into the pit. At the time of 
the outbreak of the flames the gallery especially 
aliotted to ladies was full, and many missing are 
young. Count Sigismund Festities, and several 
other students trom. the private military college, 
are missing. About 10 o'clock a gasometer ex- 
ploded, the roof fell, and the whole place was 
reduced to a wreck. 
THE ORIGIN. 

Vienna, Dec. 10—Evening.—Further inquiries 
as to the origin of the fire at the Ring Theatre, 
established the fact that the persons intrusted 
with the duties of <flreman on the stage ran off 
affrighted at the first blaze. One even tumbied 
headiong from the flies to the stage- floor, 
and another, who had charge of the gas, thinking 
that an explosion had occurred, or would occur, 
turned off the gas at the meter, plunging tne 
theatre into total darkness, until it became 
luminated with the biaze of the conflagration. 

THE OFFICIAL LIST 
of identified corpses gives one of them as 
“Master Baar, from America.” Among the 
missing persons reported by hotelkeepers is a 
merchant named Bukwitz, of York, who is 
either an Englishman or an American. 

THE RESERVE OF PETROLEUM LAMPS, 
placed in the theatre six months before by order 
of the police, had not been lighted on this occa- 
sion, and probabiy had never been lighted after 
the first month of the order. There was a wire- 
gauzé curtain ready to be let down 1n such case 
of emergency, and supposed to be attended to 


ay A SPECIAL MECHANIC 
well-drilled in bis duties. Had this curtain been 
lowered, it is probable every person in the thea- 
tre would have escaped. But either the attend- 
ant could not find the key tothe apparatus- 
box, or he was aiso seized with the panic. Any-

FEELING IN NEW YORK. -

New York, Dec. 10.—The excitement over the 
Vienna disaster bas greatly increased among 
New York Germans since its terrible proportions 
have become fully known. There was not a 
meeting place ot Germans on the East side to- 
day where the particulars ot the horror were 
not eagerly discussed, and where fear was 
not expressed for the safety of some rela- 
tive or friend. Au the actors of the 
Thalia Theatre bad been notified by this 
morning that they have no losses to deplore, and 
they consequently feel more at ease now than 
last evening, when many of them appeared on 
the stage in “La Mascotte” with anxious 
hearts.

ENGLISH FEELING,

Lorpon, Dec. 10.—Smailey’s special says: Eu- 
glish hostility toward the Irish increases. This 
animosity has largely incréased since the Staf- 
ford and Derry elections showed the depth of 
the Irish resentment. O Donnell's biuster at 
Derry, and all the help which the Home-Rulers 
gave the Tory candidate proved useless. 
The election was a decided victory 
tor the Government over the Land 
League. The Cariton Club is not over-pleased 
with Sir Samuel Wilson's @pprovaiof the Land 
bill, nor with his argument that the act does not 
go far enough in canceling existing leases. Sir 
Samuel Wilson is a succes#fui Australian squat- 
ter, but no politician. He is not noted for ex- 
travagance, but rather otherwise.

THE NOVEMBER RETURNS OF CRIME 
in Ireland show that there were 561 offenses last 
vear against 520 this year, with the Coercion act.

THE IRISH FARMERS

ARREARS OF PENSIONS. 
THE COST COMING HOME, 

Special Dispatch to Tue Chicaco Tribune 
Wasuinorton, D. C., Dec. 10.—The arrears of 
pensions grab law is to be a prominent topic of 
discussion this winter. In the Congress which 
passed it and subsequently, those who were the 
most instrumental in enacting this legislation 
were quick to claim the honor of it, and were 
jealous of claims which rivais made to have 
originated tbe bill.

BANKRUPTCY LAW. 


The Sub-Committce Favorable to the 
Chicago Pian. j 

Wasninoron, D. C., Dec. 10.— The sub-com- 
mittee on a bankruptcy lav, of which Senator 
Ingalls is Chiarman, bas completed the work as- 
signed to it, and the report is prepared. Mr. 
Iugalle has worked steadily all summer in col- 
lecting information on the subject. Over 40,000 
cireulars were sent to merebauts, manufactur- 
ere, lawyers, and commercial bodies, asking 
opinion, as to the necessity of a Nationa! bank- 
rupt law, and suggestions as to its provisions. 
Great interest appears to have been taken by 
business men. Many thousands of letters were 
received. The proportion of answers favora- 
bie to the enactment of some law was over- 
whelming. Very few opposed outside 
of the great Eastern cities, and these were gen- 
erally great jobbing houses, whose business was 
great enough to allow them promptly to take 
advantage of snap judgments and preferences 
in settlements. Much objection was found to 
exist to the reéstabiisament of the machinery of 
the old Bankruptcy law. The members of the 
sub-committee are favorable to a suggestion 
which originally came from Chicago business- 
men—that the United States Distr.ct Courts be 
given charge of bankruptcy proceedings, with 
special provisions to enforce their judgments. 
It is known that Senator Edmunds favors tnis 
idea. The report of the sub-committee will be 
made to the full committee on Munday next, if 
a meeting can be secured.

About (o' lock this morning the keeper of the 
board ing house, Hugh McCune, got up to buud 
a tire lu the kitchen stove, carrying witb bim aa 
ordiuary kerusene lamp. which be placed upam a 
table while he went fur kindling-wood. Up to 
this poiut all is clear. 

IT 18 SUPPOSED 
that, during his absence, the lamp chimney 
burst, and by some means threw the lamp upon 
the floor, allowing the oil to run out. This the- 
ory is generally accepted. The stairway was 
composed of :ight, dry, pine boards. aud they 
were soon abiuze. The flames quic«ly spread to 
the loft, where tae unfortunate mea were 
sleeping, all unconscious of the terrible fate 
which awaited them. The floor of the loft was 
covered with strauw-beds and bedding. The 
flames made rapid progress, and svon reached 
thie mass of infammabie material. About this 
time the sieepers wens aroused by the cries of 
the fémaies employed about the piace, and they 
at once made a rush for the stairs, but they 
were confrunted by a wali of tire which forced 
them back in diemay. 
A RUSH WAS THEN MADE 

for the openings in the roof by the nhalf-crazed 
men, and a struggle fur life took place, each 
trying to crowd toe other out of the way, as only 
one at a time could be forced thruugh the aper- 
tures on account of their small sige. Some of 
the poor felluws, seemg that all cui not escape 
in this way, caught at auy suadow of bope that 
offered, and tried to dash down tme stairs and 
through the flames, only to meet a horrible 
death. The men had not even time to clothe 
themselves, so suddun was the alarm, and 80 
quickiy did the fire make beadway. 

THOSE WHO MADE THEI ESCAPE, 
however, seemed so bewildered by the sudden 
out burst of the flames, and the criesuf their com- 
panions, that hey rusned back into the burning 
building, attempting to save ther little prup- 
erty. At this moment the crash came. The 
frail walle; weakened by the attacks of the 
flames, crushed in upon the unfortunates, and 
their cries for help were drowned in the ruar of 
the flames. The scene at this moment canuot be 
descrived, Shrieks and ¢roans went upon every 
side from the poor unfortunates, who bad been 
burned aud scorched in a sickening mauer. 
Strong men with great patches of skin and tlesh 
peeled from their bodies by the touoh of the fire 

ROLLED UPON THE GROUND 
in their agony. Ten of the forty-three are 
dead, and eigtt or teu more will die. The in- 
jured are being cared for at the West Pennsy!i- 
vania Hostal. Many of the victims leave fami- 
lies in a destitute condition.

OBITUARY. 


Death of Gen. M. . Banning from a 
Gunshot Wound Get ia the War, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trinune. 

CincinnAtTi, O., Dec. .- Gen. H. B. Banning 
died suddenly this morning at his residence in 
Cumminsvilie. He bad been confined to bis 
home more or less for two months, but no 
thuught that death was near had been enter- 
tulned. Internal bemorrkage from a gunshot 
wound received during the War produced the 
fatal result. He was in the city on business day 
before yesterday, and yesterday was about the 
house. Hie wife, who oceupied 4 room adjoin- 
ing bis. found him dead in bed this morning. 
Gen. Banaing was a native of Onio, a graduate of 
Kenyon College. and a lawyer by profession. With 
fair eucocess at the bar, he combined creditable 
services buth on the field and in the baila of 
Congress. He euvtered the army during the tirst 
month of the War, and, from Captain of the 
company which he had raised, be fuught bis 
way up to Brevet-Major-General. He served a 
term in tne State Legisiature and was three 
times elected to Cougress {rom the second Od 
District. In 1872 be defeated Congressman Job 
Stevenson, in i874 Gen. X. B. Hayes, 
in 1876 Stanley Matthews. In 1878 he 
was defeated by Gen. Tuomas L. Young, and 
suffered a second defeat at the same bands ia 
lst’. In ict be was a candidate tor Goveruor, 
but finaily threw bis strength for Buokwaiter. 
He was always consistent in bis Demucrucy, and 
acted with the bulk of the party where echiems 
were threatened. In Congress he was active in 
the interesis of bis cunstituency, and did guod 
service. He was known amoug bis colleagues 
a the — 2 r and ibe title wus 
well earned. of &e greatest servives 
wus securing the abolishment of a tariff 
on the Luusville Canal, on the Ono River, sav- 
ing therehy tbuusands of dollars annually to the 
meronants of Cinciuaati and otber cities. The 
news of bis death spread rapidly over the city, 
and wus received with surprise and sorrow.

WASHINGTON STREET BOULEVARD. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CarIcaGo, Dec. 10.—On or before the ist day 
of December, 1881, the contractorswere, under 
penaity, to have completed the roadway on that 
thoroughfare. The day has passed, and the 
work is only about half done, and poorly done at 
that for so expensive a levy and assessment. 
Fifteen doliars a front foot, or $30 for both sides, 
ought to provide a boulevard of solid stone. On 
the contrary, the contractors have furnished a 
foundation of soft if not rotten limestone, which 
has been allowed to lie so long uncovered by the 
second course that the spaces are filled with 
earthy matter brought by the wind and teams 
from the neighboring muddy streets. The 
earth thrown upon the street by the 
tree-planters is no inconsiderable item 
all of which helps the contractors, who 
will thereby need less fine stone and 
granite, chips and dust—as every cartioad of 
earth-fillmg will save them several dollars, and 
the aggregate saving amount to hundreds if 
not thousands of dollars, while the tax- 
— 1 will de cheated and get a much in- 

erior roadway thau was promised or expected. 
Instead of tearing up the street at one time 
from Halsted street to Western avenue—a dis- 
tance of a mile—and 15 oe 60 many thou- 
sands of pie annoyed yond measure for 
months— work should have been begun and 
completed section by section. 
No order or system has been observed, and no 
regard for the safety and comfort of got gn 
most directly interested in the speedy per- 
fect completion of the work. 
The contractors bave spread themselves as 
thin as possible over the entire mile. evidently 
fearing a failure in their contract, and wishing 
to gobble the entire job in such a way as to pre- 
vent a reletting of the contract by getting large 
advances for partial work from the park fund. 

The result is, no part of the work is well done, 
or even properly done, and the further the work 
progresses the more faulty material is used and 
more imperfect work hidden from public view. 
In place of a hard limestone and granit road- 
way, it willbe aroad composed of rock with 
earth filling, which in time will be full of holes 
and pockets. It would seem as though the pub- 
lic when so abused, imposed upon, and swindied 
as those on West Washington street have been 
and are should have some mode of redress. 
Either the contractors should be mulcted in 
damages, or the officiais who allow the contract- 
crs toso disregard their obligations should be 
held up for condemuauon.

A USELESS MILITIA LAW. 


OGongress Asked to Amend the Act of 
1792 so That It WIll Be Operative. 
WasnHincTon, D. C., Dec. 8.—The National 
Guard Association of the United States, by 
President Wingate and Corresponding Secretary 
Wetmore, bas addressed to Congress a memorial 
asking for the amendment of the Militia laws. 
The association asserts that the existing law, 
enacted in 1702, has for many years been in- 
operative, and that its enforcement today would 
create a militia force of 7,000,000 men. In place 
of Federal Militia provided dy thie law, militia 
organizations have arisen under State laws, but 
these organizations are not, the association says, 
recognized by Federal laws. The annual appro-

ing civil suits for debt to obscure country mag- 
istrates it played directly into the hands of a set 
ot unprincipied sharks, whatever might have 
been the law on the question. Some time ago it 
became the duty ot Tus Tarisune to show up 
the questionable transactions of Cottie & Co., 
and other “collection agents,“ who are pos- 
sessed of more energy than conscience. The 
practice, so often written up, consisted simply in 
bringing suit on a doubtful claim, or against some 
slow debtor, before a Justice in some littie 
country town where the profits of the petty 
judicial bench were so small that his Honor” 
could be persuaded to act as the tool of the un- 
principled collection sharps. The average de- 
fendant was expected to submit to this legal 
blackmail sooner than experience the trouble 
and expense caused by a trip to the country only 
to find that the compiaisant Justice had con- 
tinued the case at the simple request of the 
plaintiffs. So flagrant bad this abuse become 
that at its last session the Legislature passed a 
law dividing Cook County into city and country 
districts, and compelling processes to be brought 
in the district in which the defendant resided. 
The Supreme Court, however, has declared this 
law unconstitutional, and the

with a vigor derived from their temporary sup- 
pression. There are too many collection agents 
and too many Justices of accommodating prin- 
ciples for this class of cases tobe hidden long 
from sight. 

A few days ago a gentleman of this city whose 
name is not at all necessary to the question at 
issue, received a summons to appear before 
Justice F. M. Cornell, at bis office in Wil- 
mette, III., to answer to a suit for $8.75, in which 
one Jacob B. — as the piaintiff, the suit 
having been brought for the use of E. B. Phillips. 
It so ba that the gentleman served had 
never heard of Hepp, did not owe him one cen 
and was &t a loss to kuow how the suit concerne 
him.

Chicago avenue, with his residence at 
Irving Park. He was seemmgly pros- 
pores. He was a good mechan ic, 

ut his ignorance of all business led to his being 
systematically swindied. His books were a 
complete muddie. His collectors and agents 
collected money which they never turned over. 
His affairs were in a bad way, and he succumbed 
to the inevitabie, taking advantage of the bauk- 
rupt act. When his. books were produced it 
was found that the credit colums of his ledgers 
were comparatively blank. although it was 
known that many accounts had been paid where 
no entry was made of the fact. Hepp bought the 
claims in and placed them in the hands of a rep- 
utabie attorney, who attempted to collect them 
in a legitimate way. While thus engaged in 
this work the attorney says he employed 
Phillips to go over the books and make out the 
accounts. Phillips was given the books and 
took them away. He was subsequently paid 
$15 to see the parties concerned. Among the 
claims was the one against the gentleman re- 
ferred to, which, on investigation, the honora- 
bie attorney had marked incorrect.“ stating 
that the claim was not just. Wen Phillips, 
however, obtained control of the books he pro- 
eceded to take the matter in his own hands and 
to dispense with his employer, Mr. Hepp's at- 
torney.

THE WEATHER. 


Signal Service. 
OFFICE of THE CHIEF SIGNAL Orricer, WASH- 
INGTON, D. C., Dec. 1I—1 a. m.—The Chief Signal 
Officer furnishes the following bulletin: 
East of the Mississippi River the barometric 
pressure is considerably above the mean for the 
month. Occasional light snow has fallen in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. Elsewhere, fair 
weather prevailed. The temperature bas fallen 
about 20 degress in New England, 12 to 16 de- 
grees in the Middle States, and risen from 10 to 
20 degrees in Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Dakota. 
It averages about 10 degrees below the mean 
forthe month in New England, and about 0 
degrees above tbe mean in Minnesota, Dakota, 
Montana, and Idaho, where a warm wave 
has entered the United States. Northerly winds 
are reported in the Atlantic States, and souther- 
ly in the Lake region and the Northwest. Fair 
weather is indicated for Monday in the Atlantic 
coast States. 
For the Tennessee and Ohio Valley, warm or 
partly cloudy weather in western portion, local 
rains, southeasterly winds, and lower pressure. 
For the Lower Lake region, warmer, fair 
weather, southerly winds, and lower pressure, 
For the Upper Lake region, increasing cloud- 
iness, with rain or snow, warmer southerly 
winds, and lower barometer.

They were ali 
Sons of God, incarnations of Divinity, born of a 
virgin. descended from Kings, announced 
by stars, and bern in humble circumstances. 
The ideas of different philosophers of a savior 
were given at length, and the so-called saviors 
of the world were named and sketuhes of 
them were given. The speaker held that 
they all re a strong resemblance 
to one another in many ways, as the legends 
and stories about them were based upon 
similar ideals.

New Yoru, Dec. &—A more expectant audi- 
ence than the one gathered in the Union Square 
Theatre last Munday night I sever bebeld. 
From every journal that bas crossed the Atlan- 
tio lately, from every new London arrival, we 
have beard the one story—see the “Lights of 
Londoa and complete your spectacular career. 
It was catied the greatest success—the greatest 
play—the greatest theatrical event of this centu- 
ry, 60 I was fairly inoculated with erthusiasm. 
You kuow the sort of peodle Palmer bas iu his 


company. but the biggest element of the Union 
Square’s greatest successes was not carted 


round the counstry—Mr. Richard Marston, the | 


scenic artist. No other theatre bus anything 
like bim, and it can safely be said that the inter- 
est of Monday's performance was put into it by 
his ingenuity, and its success was laid at the right 
door when the actors stood idiy on the stage 
while the house rang with a cail for the scene 
painter. 

The first act represented the splendid grounds 
of Armytage Hall and an ell of the fine stone 
mansion containing the Squire's library project- 
ed upoa the stage: across, facing it in the other 
wing, is the bay window of the pretty lodge in 
whieh dwelis the old man’s steward; in the 
centre of the stage stands a tree—just such a 
big, deep, leaf y greenery as can be found in oid 
England. gnaried and knotted, a limb sawed off 
bere and tnere, yet overtiowing with foliage, and 
presenting dark nouks and recesses ou which the 
eye delignted to linger. 

The second scene of the second act was called 
tue Road to Uhatham ian mvonlightanad snow. 
As the act-drop rolied away from tbis picture 
the audience burst forth in one simultaneous 
ery of delibt. it was fairyland, but just such a 
TLalryiand as i have seea in the wougs of Ver- 
mout when te magnificent trees have 
been weighted with icicies the earta 
carpeted wita snow. There were several realis- 
tic scenes of low ute following: a drawiug- 
room in thevilla of the vi.lain in St. John's 
Wood, where the latest fad in embroidered 
hungings, banners, svarts, and cushions, in fur 

aud fine uphuistery and hangings, were 
bruught into play; then came the sp in 
Regeut's Park by Muvoniight,”” a bridge—the fac- 
simile of one in Louduouw hung ten feet in air 
above the water; far aud 1 lay arch after 
arch, shrubvery, spires, and half bid munsions 
in the background, and the water gieaming in 
the moontighi. It is utterly out of the question to 
describe the realistic beauties of sets. The 
old-time wings are dune away with, the full 
de and breadth of the stage enter into the 
delightful iliuswa. It is (as the show folks say) 
worth the price of admission to gaze on these 
maguificent tableaux. 


THE PLOT OF THE PLAY. 

Although the “ Lights of London” have shene 
on us steadily for months, the New York papers 
gave the story entire the morning after its 
representauon; and perbaps Chicago won't ob- 
ject toa rechauffé for once in a way, and I can 
toll you better how it was done as I go along. 

When the curtal z rose on the Armytage Hall 
scene, with its delicious tree, an uonatural oid 
pump of a father (speedily to be kilied) talks of 
his prod gal son, and airs the virtues of a 
nephew be intends making dis beir. Another 
old fellow (who is soca to die of grief) is the 
Squire's steward; as bie master bas a runaway 
son so be bas arunaway daugbter—the pedes- 
trian mania seems the only actual vice prac- 
ticed by the pair, but they dave run ot to- 
gether, and that is the row. 

When the stage is clear of the Squtre and bis 


friend, to slow music enters the recreunt coupie 


—Thorne and Jewett. 
“ With faces worn and weary, 
That told ot sorrow's vad, 
One day a man and woman 
Crept down a country road. 
They souget their native village 
Heart-broken from the fray, 
Yet shioing still bebind them 
The lights of London lay. 
Sara as the woman, all foriorn, 
Charies as the man quite tattered and torn, 
But sbe waso't Jewett and ne wasn't Thorne. 


At least they were not the stunning visions of 
beauty and manliness we are accustomed to cal! 
Jewett and Thorne. There was neitber grace nor 
pobility about them, and every woman in the 
house registered a vow to go buy more new 
clothes uext day, and every man recorded an 
Oath to see his tauor before next set of sun. It 
was dreadful, and Thorne seemed completely 
crusbed; the absence of cuffs weighed bim 
down, and the loss of the blonde wig broke 
Sara up like a sawdust-stuffed doll. 
Thorne brings back the daughter to the old 
man, and during the scene Stn Precne (Stod- 
dart) stands at the gute behind, recognizes the 
returned wanderers, and siluks off. The stew- 
ard advises the young wan to see his governur, 
takes his daughter into the bay- windowed bouse 
on the right, and Thorne seeks bis oid gentie- 
man on the left. When he disappears the 
wicked cousin (De Belleville) and the s:liy daugh- 
ter of old Studdart (Eleanor Cary) bave a love 
scene—the latter part overheard by Stodaurt, 
who hopes to marry bis girl to the prospective 
heir. He comes on and teils De Beileviiie that 
Thorue bas got buck, and the nephew, knowing 
the vid man bas been growing soft lately about 
the son, swears they must not meet: then the 
two piot to rob the library, hien is on the stage 
with huge windows dack and front, and lay the 
theft vn the newly-arrived prodigal. This pian 
matured, they retire and give room to Armytage 
pére et fils, who promptly get at variance, and 
the young man dashes off to seek bis fortune 
once more. but alone, under the oruel lights of 
London.“ The od man goes to his library to 
look at a can of diamonds and destroy a will 
made in bis son's favor; enter Stoddart at the 


| further window, extinguisbes lichts, and bangs 


the Squire over the head, steals the jewels and 
papers, and gets out in the garden, where the 
recreant nephew takes the jewels, but Stoddart 
keeps the pupers. Pursuit down the road is re- 
warded by the finding of Thurne; the injured 
father points to him as his assas in, and io this 
unpleasant predicament (he accused mau stands 
when the curtaia comes down on act first. 

Three years elapse, when the story is taken up 
again iv the tap- room of the Armytage Tavern, 
and the most amusing people of the play are in- 
troduced—Mr. Parselle aud Mrs. Philiipsas Mr. 
and Mrs. Jarvis, traveling show folks. In (his scene 
we learn that their only son, Shakespeare, is ill in 
London receiving the kindest care frum their 
lodging- house keeper, and then the thief (Stud- 
dart) gives for safe keeping a packet of papers to 
ao eiderly lawyer, amongst which is the will, of 
course. The funny manager and his wife bun- 
die up and bundie off, and the next scene is the 
delicious Chatham road to London in the snow: 
a huge van. with widdows lke a house, drives 
on: the manager dismuunts to repair some uc- 
cident, when out of the snowy thicket pounces 
Thorne in prison clothes; be bas heurd bis wife 
is sick, and bas escaped to reuch ber; the show- 
man consents to harbor him, and the van drives 
of. 

We are next transported to London where 
Shakespeare Jarvis (Maude Harrison) is stopping 
with the lodging-house keeper, none other than 
Sara Jewett; the show tolks arrive with the 
escaped convict, and tne husband and wife are 
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against a tru

An Episode in the A«sa-:in’s Car er. 
Zo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

CaicaGo, Dec. 10.—The foliuwing episode in 
the bistory of the crimes committed by the 
President's murderer has been brought to light 
by the eiforts of Capt. J. D. Roberta, of this city.

Charies J Gu.teau was at that time attwor- 
ney for J. W. Doane & Co., and to bis otfice Mr.Goll, 
accompan.ed by Mr. Burchard, repaired, for 
the purpose of settling the claim against the 
property in question uuc to get the vecessary 
release.
